The First Advertlsement.

The London Qily Press sny=:—

“The first known newspuper advertisement is
one which refers to the thelt of two horses, [t
is_contained i an early numberof w paper
called the Imperiat Inteligencer, published in
the year 1848, It wus inserted by o gentleman
of Candish, in Suffolk. After this these notig-
cations were very few and far between for
several years, until we approach the era of the
Londoen Gaselte, Here, for some time, they
assumed no very delinite form, conslsting merely
of & short official nolice in ftalics at the ead of
ench Gazitle, avd not beaded with the title of
‘advertisement.! One ot the first enlled by this
name in this paper s contaioed in the number
for May, 1667. It is sutliciently remarkuble to
degerve resuscitalion, and runs as follows:—*An
advertisement,—We are, by his Majesty's coms
mand, to give wuotice, that by reason of the
great heats which are growing on, there will be
no tmirther touching for the evil till Michaelmas
next, and, accordivgly, all perzons concerned
are to forbear their addresses till that time.'

In Chambers' Jowrna', in an  article on
“Early Newspaper Advertisements,” we read:—
*Charging for adyvertisements commenced ut 8
very early period, A few al first might have
beeu inserted gratuitously, but the reyenae
flowing from this source was so abvious & con-
sideration that the practice soon begun of
charging a fixed sum for eneh," '

“In the Mercurius Librarius, a bookseller's
paper, it Is stated that, ‘To show that the pub-
lishere design the public advantage ol trade,
they will expeet but sixpence for inseriing any
book, nor but twilvepence for any advertise-
ment relating to the trade, upnle«s it be excessiyve
lone.™  The next intimation as to price is in the
Jackey's Infatilgencer, which charged one shil-
ling for ench, aud sixpesee for rencwine, The
Observialor, in 1704, charged one shilling for
crightlines;nnd the Country Genlleman's Courant,
in 1706, tneerted advertisements mt twopense per
line., The Public Adverilser chnieel for n length
of time two shillings for esch fnsertion.’
